BROOMSTICKJOR SPOUSE 


Question Passed Upon by Judge Shel­ 
ton in Divorce Hearing. 


Macon, Mo., Sept. 26.—A wife has 
a right to use a broomstick on her 
husband’s head in regulating house­ 
hold differences, according to a rul­ 
ing by Circuit Judge R. M. Shelton in 
a divorce suit here yesterday.

buried in a starch box with a sliding 
lever, which easily opened, exposing 
the bones when the house wreckers 
found it.

thought of was to get rid of the bony 
as soou as possible. Out in the yaid 
they chucked the box with its con­ 
tents, and it remained there for two 
t'ays, exposed to the elements, before 
it was turned over to the jiolice.

Chicago, Sept. 26.—Accused of hav­ 
ing swindled a large number of girl 
college students and many of Chica­ 
go’s most prominent 
women. 
Miss 
Mabel Sturtevant, Missouri university 
graduate who won the distinction of 
being the "world’s best scholar,’’ was 
arrested last afternoon. 
She was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner I-ewis F. Ma­ 
son on a charge of having used the 
mails to defraud. 
Although 
Miss 
Sturtevant, 
who 
lives in Wilmette, protested her inno­ 
cence, 
government 
officials 
assert 
that she had not given a satisfactory 
account of lier negotiations. 
Her case was continued until Oc­ 
tober 6, and upon the pledge of her 
counsel, Carl O. Beroth, she was re­ 
leased on her own recognizance. 
Miss Sturtevant, who is 30 years 
old. was born on a farm near Brook* 
field, Mo. 
She obtained an education 
entire through her own efforts. 
She went through the University of 
Missouri and won the Braun scholar­ 
ship in competition with the best 
scholars of all the universities of the 
world. 
This prize entitled her to a trip 
around the world, at a cost of $3,000. 
The Braun scholarship was created 
bv William E. Braun, millionaire, of 
Hamburg. Germany, who died in 1905. 
The scholarship is competed for 
every three years and is open to stu­ 
dents in all parts of the world. 
The 
first examinations were held in all 
civilized countries in 1909, the stu­ 
dents being examined practically sim- 
i ultaneously. 
Miss Sturtevant took the examina­ 
tion in St. I>ouis and easily outdis­ 
tanced all her competitors, gaining a 
grand percentage of 94 in a test cov­ 
ering all studies in the entire field of 
academic training. 
Upon going abroad iii 1909 Miss 
Sturtevant declared that she expect­ 
ed the tour to broaden her intelli­ 
gence and enable her to attain still 
higher scholastic honors. 
She ex­ 
pected at that time to become a law­ 
yer. 
According 
to the 
charges 
made 
against Miss Sturtevant, she obtained 
several thousand dollars from Chica­ 
go society women on the plea that 
she 
desired 
to 
aid 
worthy 
girls 
through college. 
She also gave 
girls 
employment 
selling 
cook 
books in surrounding 
cities and states during vacation, the 
proceeds to be deposited by lier in 
banks for them. 
1 
A few days ago several Northwest­ 
ern co-eds told the college authori­ 
ties that they had paid Miss Sturte­ 
vant for board and room in advance 
for the year, and that she was gone, 
and they were penniless. 
Investiga­ 
tion and her arrest follow'od. 
According to the officials Mls§ Stur­ 
tevant borrowed the money from so­ 
ciety women on the promise that it 
would be repaid from the earnings of 
the girls during the summer selling 
tile cook books.

It is claimed they never were re­ 
paid and that the girls recon od no 
money back they intrusted to her. 
Miss Sturtevant wept 
when 
she 
was arrested and denies that she is 
guilty of any wrongdoing.

A new prison law has 
gone into 


effect in Ohio, by 
which prisoners 


are to be paid for their labor, the 


money going to the support of their 


families. 
A scale of compenratio i 
w ill he fixed, and prisoners w ill no 
longer shake off the responsibility ot 
carijig for their dependents 
or be 
compelled by. harsh systems of jus­ 
tice to leave their 
dependents un 
cared for. In other w’ords while the 
cider system visits upon the wife and 
children of an offender against the 
law a large part of the punishment 
provided for him, Die new’ 
system 
punishes him alone and, and retains 
for his dependents the fruits of his 


labor. 
New’ Jersey is also setting an ex­ 
ample in dealing 
with 
the 
prison 
problem. A thousand acres of farm 
hinds have been purchased in 
the 
southern .part of 
the 
state, and a 
large quarry is soon 
to 
be taken 
ever in the northern 
part 
of 
the 
plate. Between the two the prisoners 
w ill not lack for work in the open 
air, and in neither case w ill the pro 
duct of their labor come into compe­ 
tition with free labor. The farm pro­ 
duce w ill be consumed by state in- 
EtttuLions and the quarry output w ill 
supply roadbeds for the highways of 
the state. U rns the cost of adminis­ 
tering the state institutions and of 
read building 
w ill 
be considerably 
reduced, prisoners given employment 
which will occupy their minds an i 
give them the needed 
physical ex­ 
ercise 
under 
conditions 
impossible 
to duplicate under 
the 
old prison 
system, and tho iniquitous 
contract 
system w ill be wiped out. 
The sentiment for prison reform is 
taking hold in Missouri also, and it 
will not be long before something is 
done to keep pace with the enlight­ 
enment of the age. The problem is a 
great one worthy 
the 
attention of 
ail who would have it said of them.

$12,005.39.

Of this sum the Sunday school con-

and the church the remainder. 
T he sum raised this year for an­ 
nual expenses and benevolences w as 
51,459.72 in excess of last year. The 
church is united and happy in its 
prosperity, and is planning for stiK 
larger things for the coming year.
